Court Ruling Declares 


INS Raids Unconstitutional 


SAN FRANCISCO - A US Dis- 
trict Court ruling has declared that 
the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) unconstitutionally 
violated the rights of individuals 
whbile conducting workplace raids in 
search of undocumented workers. 

US District Judge Robert Aguilar 
said that the JINS can long longer 
use "open-ended warrents” in its 
Sweeps into workplaces. Aguilar said 
the agency must name Or explicitly 
describe any undocumented workers 
Sought for arrest. 

The INS had maintained that the 
warrant at issue in the case merely 
authorized entry into businesSS 
Premises. However the court Teject- 
ed the INS' position，calling it an 
"Orwellian attempt to contradict the 
literal language of the warrant.… 

Thbe ruling，handed down in Fed- 
eral Court in San Jose，where the 
-Suit was filed，invalidates a warTant 
executed in a raid of 3a Sonoma 
County poultry plant，Technically， 
the ruling only applies to the 
Northern California jurisdiction of 
the INS. 

However，because of the ruling， 


the JINS is expected to reconsider 
its Practices Concerning workplace 
ralids in other parts of the country. 
"This ruling is a major victory 

for workers and employers in this 
case,， stated Francisco Garcia- 
Rodriguez of the Mexican American 
Legal Defense and 了 ducational 
Fund in SFE. 


"It tells the INS in no uncertain 
terms that it can no longer act as 3 
Tenegade law enforcement agency 
Operating outside the parameters of 
the constitution， and that its 
consistent prefence for heavy- 
handed，dragnet-style enforcement 
techniques will not be tolerated." 


The ruling resolves only Part of 
the case. The Suit also charges the 
INS with singling out Hispanics in 
raids，coOercing employers to cooper- 
ate in Taids when the 'agency does 
not have 3a warrant for Sweeps，and 
harassing employers and workers 
alike. 

The trial to resolve the remaining 
issues in the case is set to _ begin in 
May 1988.

DISMAY OVER CHANGES 


Over 100 students，along with 
teachers and parents from the OHS 
bilingual program attended the Nov. 
18 school board meeting to express 
their dismay over the changes. 


OHS parent Irwin Lum charged 
that Alire had transfered out Anna 
Leong，an ESL teacher who is a 
language development Specialist and 
assigned her LEP class to a shop 
teacher with who had neither the 
training nor experience to teach 
LEP students. 

"She's now at Fremont HS work- 
ing as an aide in their bilingual 


department， Its a Teal waste of a 


valuable resource，Lum complained. 
Tenth grader Laius Shaw told the 
board，"Tve changed my English 
class three times. T feel like 工 m 
WwWasting my time coming to School 
Graham charged that while OHS 
has 918 Asian students，about 499%2 
of the student body，there were 
only 10 Asians on the faculty of 98 
teachers. "It was an act of discrimi- 
nation to transfer Anna Leong out 
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of OHS”Graham said， She pointed 
out that there were'， Caucasian 
teachers in the English department 
who had far less seniority than 
Leong，who is also credentialed as 
an English teacher. 

Over 700 students out of a total 
of 1990 have been classified as 
LEP. According to one of the bilin- 
gual teachers，Aljlire told them there 
were at least 530 students in the 
regular classes who had been 
recently tested and found to need 
LEP or sheltered English classes. 

Despite the apparent need for 
Imore Such classes，the two bilingual 
teachers were Sent to _ Fremont High 
School. "Given that they havent 
even met the conditions in the 
consent decree，how do they justify 
cutting them out of the Program72 
Lum told 巨 [/ 枚 this week. 


PROMISE TO INVESTIGATE 


Parents， students and teachers 
were told at the board meeting that 
tbhe transfers Or "consolidations"” as 
they are called， were necessary 
because the schools' enrollments 
were far below original projections. 
But Joseph Coto，Oakland schools 
Superintendent Promised to_ schedule 
meetings at the schools affected to 
investigate. 

According to _ Graham，Coto did 
come to the school site on Nov.、 20， 
but met only with Alire. 

District SPpokesperson Marion 
Magid told 尼 [ 了 本 that transfers are 
based entirely on "student enroll- 
ments and must be done based on 
the_ contract the _ district has with 
the teachers” union. It must be done 
according to a combination of 
Seniority，credentials and race." The 
district feels the rules were fol- 
lowed at OHS. "The two teachers 


Who were transfered did not Possess 
the necessary quajlifications to fil a 
completely bilingual position at the 
time of their consolidations,” Magid 
Salid. 

Josephine 发 芭 the district's 
bilingual program coordinator feels 
that the turmoil going on at OHS is 
just a "Symptom of changes taking 
Place,”and that People are often 
Tesistent to_ change. 

The bilingual teachers who spoke 
to 无 [ 卫 asked not to be identified 
in fear of possible retribution by 
Alire. The exception，Graham，who 
emigrated to the US from HK in 
1973$，said that after her outspoken 
remarks at the School board meet- 
ing，other teachers half-jokingly bid 
her farewell and kidded about her 
transfer. 


POOR COMMUNICATION 


Their concerns about the depart- 
ment ranged from the dispersal and 
diappearance of teaching materials， 
to the school administration?s 
unprofessional treatment of bilin- 
gual staff and LEP students. Fore- 
Imost，however，teachers felt Alire 
has not been communicating to 
them，which has led to many mis- 
understandings. 

They claimed that when they 
returned to School this fall they 
discovered their workroom had- been 
taken away and that monies ear- 
marked for bilingual education had 
been used for teaching materials， 
equipment and Supplies dispersed 
throughout the School，After verbal 
attempts to determine what hap- 
pened to their Supplies were Unsuc- 
cessful，they wrote .a memo to Alire 
Oct. 8 citing that and a list of 
other concerns.

"In a lot of Asian countries，itS 
perfectly acceptable tO have Sex 
WwWith men and never claim to have 
a gay identity:， SO TSuspect there 
might be a fair number of Asian 
men who have Some kind of affec- 
tional inclination to other men，OT 
women toward other women，but 
Dever associate with the gay Subcul- 
ture. . . .

Tsui，36，grew up in Hong Kong 
and spent most of his adult life in 
the Midwest and East Coast， He 
arrived in the Bay Area in 1983 
and was named to the 20-member 
AIDS Foundation board a year ago0. 
As a Asian， he Said，"I make them 
(other board members) aware of ouUT 
Presence and OUr need to be 
SerVed.， 

Irene Wysocke，the foundation's 
Volunteer coordinator，Ssaid she has 
been VerIy _ Successful in attracting 
volunteerSs，but needs those with 
bilingual Skills to work directly 
with AIDS .victims and man the 
hotline， 

"It _ wouldnt Surprise me 站 
Asians are OUT next target group，” 
she said. 


.Among the arguments Tsui has 
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heard against educating Asians 
about AIDS is that "they would be 
offended by this kind of literature. 
Well， its baloney”he said. "No one 
is offended by life-saving material. 


"You can say Asians don't indi- 
cate any desire to got information 
about AIDS. But it's a chicken-and- 
egg situation. People need to be 
educated minimally about the threat 
before they start crying for more 
information. . . . Asians are still in 
the Stone Age as far as AIDS is 
COncerned.…

All 工 can say is that most 
Asians born in this country have 
been subjected to an incredible 
amount of brainwashing and have 
Unconsciously accepted a "one-down" 
status. 

Asian A 辣 汪 全 让 are the "model 
Iminority” because we know oOur 
Place in society -- right beneath the 
whites，、The hbostility towards Chi- 
nese in Monterey Park afrose not 
because they were Chinese per Se， 
but because they did not act like 
American-born Chinese -- domestic- 
ated versions of the real thing. 
Aggressive， pushy Chinese ” who 
demand their rights are not_ accept- 
able to white society. 

I don't know what its 1like to 
grow up in a society where every- 
one else is Chinese and a person is 
free to make mistakes and/or be 
Successful Solely on his or her own 
terms，Immigrants know no other 
way and they bring that perspective 
with them to this country. 

We domesticated Asians are Some- 
times appalled at their expectations 
of equality，but we donmt realize 
that we are judging their actions on 
OUI terms，We just think they're 
uppity and pushy. 

White people behaving in exactly 
the same manner are not judged as 
harshly by us，as are OUI native- 
land born "brothers and Sisters.… 
Forgive them，they dont know what 
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its like to be born and spend one's 
whole life under a rock.

Official Propaganda still likes to 
point out how many poor，marginal， 
homeless Americans there are.， Yet 
in communist Societies，3S 3 recent 
Visitor to Cuba noted，everyone has 
a job but nobody works. 


ORGANILZATIONAL TRIUMPH 


Fast food is a triumph of organi- 
zation and efficiency. It uses 
nutritious ingredients. Customers are 
evidently satisfied on Six continents. 
They come in，eat and leave -- fast. 
That is the American way. 


Oddly enough，while fast food is 
hardly a Russian tradition，it has 
been around in China for centuries. 
But Zhao Ziyang had no intention 
of locating the world's biggest 
noodle restaurant on Tienanmen 
Square. He wanted the Symbolism to 
be American. 

The Colonel has 7004 establish- 
ments all over the world，and the 
latest Beijing edition is his biggest. 
That also symoblizes a world econ- 
omyY which Zhao ls determined to 
have China join. The joining is 
going much faster than is realized， 
especially in Guangdong Province. 
The Beijing operation is a joint 
venture of the Colonel，who put up 
602%2 of the capital，and a Chinese 
state-owned autonomous corporation 
which put up the rest， Such ven- 
tures are _ exactly what Zhao would 
like to see more of. 

The 150 employees will be hired 
and fired as in any capitalist 
enterprise，Hiring and firing as the 
market commands is the hallmark 
of capitalism，just as _ Security of 


employment is in Socialism. In 

hina，and in thes Soviet Union as 
well，the new leaderships are_ 8giving 
the nod increasingly to capitalist 
labor policies. 


PASSIVITY 


Both the Chinese and Soviet com- 
munists have Seen stunningly Pro- 
ductive and _ efficient economies 
around them as their Owna people 
have been locked into Passivity， 
indifference to the state economy， 
and impassioned only by their own 
Private little ventures which they 
cultivate with Super-capitalist zeal. 
As the old American Saying goes， 
"If you cant lick "em，join em. 

But communism is not going yo 
disappear in either country. As the 
purge of Hu Yaobang earlier this 
year in China，and now of the 
Soviet Union，made clear，commu- 
nist parties are going to remain 3s 
ruling mandarinates. No Imarket- 
based hiring and firing there，no 
freewheeling exchange of ideas. Just 
strict Barty discipline. 

Will this growing separating out 
of a discipline-bound Political elite 
from an increasingly market dom-: 
inated economy work? There are 
precedents from capitalist countries， 
like Japan and West Germany， 
Which suggest it might -- for a 
while. 

Sooner Or later，the demand for 
Political democracy will arise again. 
But for the time being，the order 
of the day seems to be to get lame 
communist economies moving again.

Provides Shelter for Battered Women

NEW YORK - "Its taken quite 
awhbile to get New York Citys Chi- 
nese comImUnity to realize battering 
is a crime，but weTe making some 
Progress,， according to a Spokes- 
woman for the New York Asian 
Women's Center (NYAWC). 

"Women Said that they clip and 
save articles about NYAWC in the 
Chinese Press -- Some have told us 
that their husbands or partners 
have Stopped battering when they 
read it 1$S against the law and that 
batterers can be jailed." 


The center，founded in 1982，has 
begun a safe Homes/Safe Apart- 
ments Program for Asian women 
who are victims of domestic vio- 
lenceiwthestrstEotsits Kimd 和 mitiec 
country. 

The program has Seven 
homes where families Provide 
porIary Shelter and emotional Sup- 
port for the women and their chil- 
dren and one Safe apartment for 
longer term StaySs，uP to three 
months.， All services provided by 
NYAWC are free. 

The New York state Department 
of Social Services recently awarded 
NYAWC $7S$,000 to _ hire two more 
staff to coordinate and expand the 
Program and develop another Sate 
apartment.

women and their children. Six of 
the ， seven safte home families are 
bilingual in Chinese and English. 

NYAWC not only provids Shelter 
tor battered Asian women and their 
children，but helps toO convey the 
message that battering 1 3a commu- 
nity prIoblem attecting al commu- 
nlity members，Chang said. 

Of the women who have used the 
Safe shelter program，Some have 
returned toO the abusers，However， 
these women usually have more 
power and control than beftore， 
Chang noted.

This policy discourages 
many Asian women who dont want 
to or can't be on public assistance 
for reasons Such as lack of legal 
status，the Stigma attached to bein8g 
on welfare or the fear of jeopardiz- 
ing their chances of Sponsoring 
relatives to _ the US in the future， 
Said Chang. 

"Also，many Asian women，lke 
other women，understandably cannot 
give up their paychecks for shelter 
costs _ because they need the money 
to _ establish their Own jlives later. 

NYAWC also provides a Chinese 
(Mandarin and Cantonese)/English 
bilingual hotline，started 1984 and 
currently operating Tues-Wed，0-9 
pm，for battered women and is try- 
ing to inform West Coasts AsSian 
communities about its Services，the 
information on can be passed oOn to 
women who might need to contact 
NYAWC. 

"Through the hotline，women in 
the_ community have been able to 
help each other without fear， 
shame，or self-blame. By talking 
with women volunteers who_ may 
have gone through Similar experi- 
ences，battered women no longer 
feel So alone，according to MS.，Eng， 
an NYAWC board member. 


STEREOTYPES 
Eng continued，"People have ste- 
reotypes about violence in the 


community and about the women 
Who were beaten. People Say， "Oh 
this man was drunk” or “Oh，he 
gambles” These are just excuses， 
and for NYAWC，we believe that 
violence js _ not acceptable behavior.

It is particularly diftficult for 
undocumented women to come for- 
ward，but the confidentiality of 
NYAWC's services has helped many 
women remain anonymous and still 
receive Services， NYAWC works
